° PLANNING 

Don’t get in too big a hurry 
and plant on too wat soil. By 
waiting until the soil is right, 
using enough fertilizer and good 
seed, you can still make a crop. 

If your land is still too wet 
and has water on it, try plow- 
ing furrows facross the field, 
with the drain of the land. This 
should get the water off faster 
and help the land dry out. 

For planting in Hancock County 
at this late season, put all needed 
fertilizer down at time land is 
prepared. Put it in deep, so that 
it will not kill germination of the 
seed, nor injure the young plants 
when they begin growing. 

Soybeans, grain sorghum and 
sorghum for silage can be expected 
to do well even if not planted 
until late May. . 

For those of you who are run- 
ning late on home gardening 
here are some jobs that should 
be done now, or as soon as pos- 
sible. 

Set tomato, pepper and egg 
plants . Plant okra, corn, squash, 
cucumbers, melons, sweetpotatoes 
and all kinds of beans. 

Do alittle extra fertilizing. Keep 
up with insect control. Don’t let 
the grass and weeds take over 
your garden. 

Plant some extra vegetables for 
freezing and canning. You might 
want to plant a few more than 
needed and sell the surplus.
